Our 
more extensive list giving specific locality records and local problems 
in herpetology 1 is not available in quantities, so that it has been found 
desirable to print this check list to serve as a guide to further study 
by those interested. 

The staff of the Academy is glad to identify any specimens 
brought in and to suggest reading and give other information to am- 
ateur naturalists.
